He did 
not sa y whether he will m a ke an 
official report on his trip when 
he gets ba ck to Washington. 
“ Proba bly the most signifi­ 
cant thing that c a m e out of my 
meetings for two da ys is that 
they did meet with an A m erica n 
government officia l, 
and

highest ranking officia l th e y ’ve 
ever 
met 
in that 
e m b a s s y ,” 
Montgom ery said. “ This is sig­ 
nificant in that I genera lly sup­ 
ported President N ixon’s policy 
in Southeast Asia and I a m gen­ 
era lly cla ssified somewha t a s a 
ha w k.” 
He said he ga ve the North 
V ietna m ese three con crete pro- 


posa ls : 
1. That he be given any infor­ 
mation on A m erica n prisoners 
of war that has not been re­ 
leased in P a ris. 
2. That he be admitted to Ha­ 
noi and be allowed to meet with 
Am erica n prisoners. 
3. That two to six Am erica ns 
be relea sed in his custody and 
flown to Vientiane. 
"I did not get a flat answer 
that I could not com e to Hanoi 
to meet with the prisoners,” 
Montgomery said “ I was given 
the answ er on my third request 
—that A m erica ns be relea sed — 
that this would be referred to 
Hanoi. On my request for infor­ 
mation on the 1,560 men cla ssi­ 
fied a s m issing, I was told that 
would be referred to Ha noi.” 
M ontgomery said the North 
V ietna m ese told him that “ the 
prisoners a re being trea ted very 
well. They strictly denied thai 
A m erica ns died from m a lnutri­ 
tion—the 20 they had reported 
dead in North Vietnam. 
“ They said they died of na tur­ 
al disease, that North Vietnam 
had some of the grea test surgi­ 
cal procedure. I took notes, and 
they said, and I'm reading from 
the notes, that they died of n a ­ 
tural disease.

“ The w a ter was only about 
waist deep inside the boat so we 
all scurried up to the d eck .” E d ­ 
wards said. The Cubans a rrived 
soon a fter the tra velers radioed 
a distress call.

“ B eca u se you w ere going to drive through 
Mulberry without 
stopping at 
city h a ll.” 
Ju d ge Ellis said, “ the policem an had to bring 
you in to receive this gift box of fruit. M erry 
C h ristm a s! ’’ 


The one-day ordina nce was passed four 
y ea rs ago. m aking it illegal for an out-of-state 
motorist to pass through Mulberry without 
stopping to pick up a gift from the police de­ 
pa rtm en t—so long a s the supply of fruit holds 
out. 
“ Na tura lly, everybody we pick up thinks 
im m edia tely that they’re about to be fleeced 
of their vacation money by a sma ll town cop 
and ju d g e."

In a recent magazine article, Jam es 


E. Allen, former U.S. Commissioner of 
Education, proposed the following re­ 
vised version of the Pledge of Allegi­ 
ance: 
“ I pledge allegiance to the flag of 


the United States of America and dedi­ 
cate myself to the principle that the 
Republic for which it stands shall be in 
truth one Nation, under God, indivisi­ 
ble, with liberty and justice for all.” 
Soon afterward, the executive com­ 
mittee of the National Education Asso­ 
ciation recommended that the associa­ 
tion endorse Allen’s version and urge 
its adoption by Congress and the public 
schools. 
Then just the other day in Washing­ 
ton, delegates to the White House Con­ 
ference on Children were asked to ap­ 
prove this revision: 
“ I pledge allegiance to the flag of 


the United States of America and the 
Republic for which it stands, and dedi­ 
cate myself to the task of making it one 
nation under God, indivisible, with lib­ 
erty and justice for all.” 
Except for the addition of the nine 


words between “ stands” and “ nation,” 
the pledge would remain essentially as 
it was written bv Francis Bellam y in 
1892. 
A natural first reaction is to ask: 


Why? 
The pledge has 
been 
good 


enough for generations of Americans 
for 78 years. Why change it now? 
The answer is that apparently it is 


no longer good enough for a new’ gener- 


ation, which seeks to “ tell it like it is.” 
The traditional pledge has become a 
subject of controversy and even court 
cases because of the refusal of some 
students, and some teachers, too, to re­ 
cite it in the classroom. 
The United States does not, they 


argue, necessarily enjoy God’s favor in 
all its undertakings. It is not indivisi­ 
ble, as the dissent which racks our so­ 
ciety testifies. There is not liberty and 
justice for all men, all the time. Rath­ 
er, these conditions and qualities are 
goals that we should aspire to. 
All of this may strike many people 


as, at best, mere quibbling over se­ 
mantics and, at worst an attempt to di­ 
vide us even more than we are already 
divided. Yet how many of us, when re­ 
citing the pledge, do so in a ritualistic, 
absent-minded way, scarcely thinking 
about what we are saying? 
Both of the proposed revisions at 


least have the virtue of putting it 
squarely 
up 
to 
the 
individual 
to 


“ pledge m yself" to the principle or the 
task of helping make America—in 
fact—one nation, under God, indivisi­ 
ble, with liberty and justice for all. 
The pledge is not sacrosanct. Bella­ 
m y’s original words, “ my flag,” were 
changed in the 1920s to “ the flag of the 
United States of Am erica.” In 1954, 
Congress saw fit to insert the words, 
“ under God.” 
These latest suggestions for per­ 
fecting the pledge ought not to be dis­ 
missed out of hand.

Fugitive U.S. firebrand El- 
dridge Cleaver has announced 
from Red Algeria that the Black 
Panthers must step up their 
leadership of the American 
Negro against the Republic of 
South Africa. 
LISTENING to Cleaver is like 
backing into a meat-axe on the 
fly. That the standard of living 
for the average Negro in South 
Africa is overwhelmingly the 
best in all Africa, he totally ig­ 
nores. He likewise ignores, as 
do South Africa’s opponents in 
the United Nations, the im­ 
mense complexities of South Af­ 
rica's racial make-up. Yet how 
can we progress in world under­ 
standing if we totally ignore the 
plain truth? 
AFRICA IS not simply a white 
man painted black. And study­ 
ing South Africa’s racial prob­ 
lem is like taking apart a series 
of Chinese boxes, one inside the 
other. 
THE POPULATION is 19 6 
million. The native black is the 
Bantu. There are 12.7 million. 
But they split themselves into 
eight rival groups. Typical of 
Africa, this split represents one 
of the nearly insurmountable 
problems, about which we hear 
nothing. It is the problem of de- 
tribalizing the Negro in order to 
nationalize him. For usually the 
tribal attachment is stronger 
than even the family tie. More­ 
over, there are in South Africa 
an additional 1.8 million col­ 
oreds. quite separate, who have 
quarreled among themselves 
for centuries. 
TH ERE ARE 561,000 Asians, 
mostly Indians. For India, liv­ 
ing room can be obtained only in 
nearby Africa. Africa is the hin­ 
terland of India. The result in 
South Africa is agonizing— and 
all hut disastrous. 
The uniquely minded Indian 
is a terrible part of South Af­ 
rica's integration problem. The 


Indians’ mentality, their dis­ 
dainful air, and their manner 
always suspicious and vengeful 
mark them in such a way as to 
make them despised, feared 
and distrusted by the native Af­ 
rican Negro. This Indian influx 
has boiled into a Negro-Indian 
racial problem as exposive as 
any Negro problem with the 
whites. 
TH ERE HAS been an Arab 
influx. Look at the black seizure 
of the offshore island of Zanzi­ 
bar and you will see how in­ 
tensely most African blacks 
hate the Arabs. In this seizure 
(a Communist coup), which in­ 
cluded marching our expelled 
American Consul General down 
to the dock at the point of a gun, 
almost the entire Arab commu­ 
nity was massacred by the 
blacks and the few survivors, 
including the Arab Sultan of 
Zanzibar, fled. 
TH ERE HAS BEEN a Jewish 
influx. The better economic 
situation has drawn tens of 
thousands. There are now 110,- 
000 Jews in South Africa. The 
Negroes are caught in a bitter 
Arab-Jewish crossfire, and vice 
versa. Do we hear anything 
about that? 
THE W HITE population lives 
in this boiling racial caldron, 
but we’re not even told clearly 
about the whites. 
There are 3.5 million. They 
are not, however, just whites. 
There are the Afrikaner whites 
who constitute one-half of the 
white population and also the 
Anglo-Saxon descendants of 
English stock who do not even 
patronize the same language. 
TH ERE ARE two official lan­ 
guages and great divisions be­ 
tween the Afrikaan-language 
and 
the 
English-language 
whites that represent deep emo­ 
tional cleavages and extend, of 
course, into Parliament. The 
National 
party, 
holding 
a majority of the seats, is pre­ 


dominantly Afrikaner; 
the 
opposition United party, with its 
one-third 
Parliam en tary 
minority, is Anglo-Saxon. 
AFRICA IS A big order. It 
could cover all of the United 
States, Europe, India, China 
and nearly 10 Japans. It is 
ridiculous to generalize on this 
vast continent and additionally 
ridiculous to include South Af­ 
rica in any generalization. 
CAPETOWN’S Table Moun­ 
tain is the nation’s Plymouth 
Rock. That symbol of a new 
settlement dates back to 1652. 
When he looked down from 
Table Mountain a few years ago 
U.N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjöld 
exclaimed: 
“ But this is not Africa. This is 
Europe.” He was referring to 
its amazing development. 
THE R EPU BLIC of South Af­ 
rica is only 5 per cent of the 
dark continent of Africa and has 
a mere 6 per cent of the popula­ 
tion. But it accounts for 50 per 
cent of the continent’s industrial 
production, 56 per cent of all 
electricity generated, 48 per 
cent of Africa’s telephones, 42 
per cent of the motor vehicles 
and 20 per cent of the entire 
agricultural production. 
ELD RID G E CLEAVER, the 
U.N. Negro nations’ bloc, et al, 
notwithstanding, the question is 
not that South Africa has a ra­ 
cial problem but, instead, that 
South Africa is able to do any­ 
thing whatever about its racial 
problem with the mixture as it 
is.

His resources 
were low because he was just 
recovering from some extraor­ 
dinary medical expenses.

He didn’t wave any banners, 
make any speeches or engage in 
any demonstrations. He just 
quietly made up his mind. 
THEN T H ER E’S the girl, 21, 
dependent on herself for sup­ 
port, who gave up an excellent

AND AN OLDER man, a 
barber with seven children who 
with a friend quietly goes out to 
a home for the elderly every 
three weeks to cut hair for these 
oldsters for free.

Rus s ia ns with 
fork e d tongue

NEW YORK (N EA ) - Who is 
Vladimir Semyonovich Semy­ 
onov? 
Moscow’s spokesman at the 
Strategic Arms Lim itation 
Talks (SALT) is an amiable 
man with a perpetual smile who 
claims to be a firm believer in 
the “ peaceful coexistence” of 
nations. 
HE IS W ID ELY regarded in 
the West as a practical diplomat 
not hindered 
by ideological 
blinders. This is certainly 
Semyonov’s image at the SALT 
talks which are undoubtedly the 
most important diplomatic 
negotiations in the world today. 
BUT ACCORDING to Rus­ 
sia’s well-informed 
under­ 
ground press, which I have been 
able to read, Semyonov is a dog­ 
matic Marxist-Leninist who fre­ 
quently writes pro-Stalinist 
articles in Soviet journals under 
the name of “ K. Ivanov.” He is 
also reported to be one of the 
architects of the notorious 
“ Brezhnev Doctrine.” 
THE CORE OF this doctrine, 
which sanctioned Russia’s at­ 
tack on Czechoslovakia in 1968, 
is the assertion that Moscow has 
the right to invade any Commu­ 
nist country where the “ dicta­ 
torship of the proletariat” is os­ 
tensibly threatened. 
IT IS NOT suprpnsing to 
learn that the authoritative “ K. 
Ivanov” is actually Moscow’s 
top man at SALT. Dual or even 
triple roles for Soviet diplomats 
are not unusual. 
But the revelation by the 
“ Chronicle of Current Events,” 
Russia’s popular’ underground 
newspaper, should give Gerard 
Smith, the chief U.S. negotiator 
at the arms talks, a better 
understanding of the man with 
whom he had been dealing for 
more than a year. 
IT MAY ALSO hold a clue to 
Moscow’s negotiationg “ posi­ 
tion” and its implication for 
SALT’S outcome. 
In President Nixon view, the 
significant thing is that the 
United States and Russia con­ 
tinue to talk at SALT. 
“ W’E ARE V ERY far apart 
because our vital interests are 
involved, but we are talking,” 
the President said. 
But he did not say that so far 
only the Americans have done 
most (or all) of the talking. The 
Russians, as usual, are keeping 
their cards close to their 
chests. 
TO BE SURE, Semyonov 
keeps on insisting that he is an 
“ optimist.” He never tires of 
proclaiming his interest in dis­ 
armament and peaceful coexis­ 
tence. 
Yet, reading the article in 
Moscow’s journal International 
Affairs which he recently au­ 
thored under his pseudonym, 
one realizes that this man 
Samyonov is a hardliner who 
has little faith in peace or dis­ 
armament. 
EN TITLED “ Lessons for the 
Future,” the article was lavish 
in its praise of the Brezhnev 
doctrine and justified Russia’s 
aggression against Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
“ Only a Philistine will re­ 
train from resorting to every 
means to cut short imperial­ 
ism’s aggresive moves,” Sem­ 
yonov said. 


HE RIDICULED “ abstract 
phrases” like sovereignty and 
democracy. He reminded his 
readers that the cardinal tenet 
of Marxism-Leninism is the 
“ inevitability” of a revolu­ 
tionary 
transformation 
of 
capitalist society and the estab­ 
lishment of the dictatorship of 
the proletariat.” 
AND 
SEMYONOV-Ivanov 
warned: 
“ An honest person 
must not be reassured by tales 
of a 
kind-hearted capitalist 
wolf.” 
Semyonov is a prolific writer 
who has published a number of 
“ scholarly” articles on Soviet 
foreign policy under his real 
name. A warmed-over version 
of the Kremlin’s official line, 
they usually quote Lenin to the 
affect that peaceful coexistence 
is a political concept aimed in 
easing international tensions.” 
WHY, 
THEN. 
the 
pseudonym “ K. Ivanov” when 
he writes articles that express a 
hard Stalinist line? 
In the view of Kremlinolo- 
gists, this indicates a desire on 
the part of Moscow to protect 
Semyonov’s image as a prac­ 
tical ideologically unfettered 
negotiator at SALT—an image 
that is more than a little tarn­ 
ished by his identification as 
“ K. Ivanov.”

D.C., and the flag at Fort 
McHenry at Baltimore, Md., 
are exceptions.) The flag may 
be displayed at night on special 
occasions when a patriotic 
effect is desired. It should not be 
displayed on days when the 
weather does not permit (incle­ 
ment weather). It must be 
hoisted briefly on all days when 
the weather permits.” 
The booklet goes on and on. 
Anyone can find this informa­ 
tion. One local source that 
provided me with information 
was the Dixon Lodge of Elks but 
I am sure there are many 
others. 
Anyone who is, or 
considers himself to be, a good 
citizen should know the basic 
facts about our flag and our 
country. I hope I have helped to 
do my part by providing you 
with this information.

The first step, each year, 
would be a study of non-govern­ 
ment wages as surveyed by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
Under the pending bill white 
collar salaries would be w orked 
out 
after the statistical study 
between the government and 
the employee unions, with me­ 
diation by a third-party advi­ 
sory commission.

A m erican gets much greater 
fun out of life than the Scotch­ 
man. He has m ore m oney in his 
pocket and less conform ity in 
his s ou l,’’ 
ex p lain s 
J am e s 
Morrison, now top man at the 
Forum of the Tw elv e Caesars. 
Open Season 
This being the open season for 
celebrations, we asked 
Mor­ 
rison to com pare old country 
parties with ours. 
“ The Scots do a lot of enter­ 
taining at home. That is differ­ 
ent from the A m ericans, par­ 
ticularly the y ounger ones, who 
want to go places. Take New 
Y ear’s. That is a big tim e in 
Scotland. Incidentally , a strict 
father, and m ost of them are 
strict, dem ands that all his 
children, no m atter how old, be 
hom e when the church bells 
ring in the New Year. After 
that, they are free to go to par­ 
ties at hom es of friends and 
neighbors, each carry ing a bag 
of currant buns. This is called 
‘first footings’. 
“ T hat’s quite different from 
the 
w ay 
w e 
ce le b r ate 
in 
A m erica,” he observ es. 
But 
w ith 
in cr easin g 
un­ 
em ploy m ent, continually rising 
food costs and business uncer­ 
tainty , we Am ericans m ay be 
forced to alter our New Y ear’s 
E v e gaiety also. 
P arties at 
restaurants and hotels m ay be 
cut. 
“ We keep hoping for a pickup 
in business here at the Forum 
and other restaurants. There 
has been a minor im prov em ent 
recently . 
But not enough to 
establish a trend,” he say s. 
According to latest gov ern­ 
ment reports, prices for food 
aw ay from hom e has increased 
at an annual rate of nearly 7V2 
per cent. The rapid rises are a 
deterrent to eating out. 
“ We are try ing to cut down 
our rising labor costs. And we 
are elim inating som e rare and 
e x p e n siv e 
ite m s 
from 
our 
m enus without dam aging our 
reputation. We 
m ust striv e to 
control in som e w ay the steady 
rise in our costs for food and 
s e r v ic e s . 
We 
are 
now 
dangerously near what we dare 
charge the cu stom er,” he ex ­ 
plains. 
“ H owev er, we hope our cus­ 
tom ers’ disposable incom e will 
pick up in 19 7 1. But from all re­ 
ports, much of this ex pected 
increase 
in 
incom e 
will 
be 
absorbed by still higher prices 
and 
increased 
population. 
I, 
hav ing basically Scotch cau ­ 
tion. can see only a slight lifting 
of real incom e—m eaning in our 
case, the ex tra m oney in the 
pocket to spend on a good m eal 
aw ay from hom e. So I am not 
ov erly op tim istic.” 


Gala Ev ent 
But things w ere not alw ay s so 
restrained, he rem inds us. He 
recalls a gala ev ent at the Four 
Seasons when he was assistant 
director there. 
“ For a gourm et dinner, we 
w anted 
som eth in g 
sp e c ial. 
E x pense w as no consideration. 
So we ordered a huge turtle 
from St. Thom as in the Virgin 
Islands. It arriv ed, aliv e and 
kicking. But after a few hours it 
appeared as fresh green turtle 
soup for the honored guests. But 
that was about fiv e y ears go—in 
the good old d ay s,” he con­ 
fesses.

safe and then says, in pra ctica l­ 
ly the same breath, go ahead 
and use what you have on hand, 
blame a couple of scientific 
gremlins called the “ fudge fa c­ 
tor’’ and “ immediacy of risk.” 
The “ fudge fa ctor’’ explains 
why the government said last 
week that one can of tuna in 
five contains too much mercury 
poison and must be recalled— 
but not to worry. It was again at 
work 
Wednesday, 
when 
the 
Food and Drug Administration 
announced that 89 per cent of 
swordfish samples tested con­ 
tained mercury in excess of fed­ 
eral 
limits, and 
that 
frozen 
sw'ordfish from tainted lots is 
being recalled from the market. 
As in the case of the tuna, the 
FDA said “there is no cause for 
alarm 
as 
to 
an 
immediate 
health hazard as a result of the 
swordfish findings.” 
“ Immediacy of risk” is the 
key to understanding why the 
chemical NTA was banned in 
washday 
detergents 
but 
not 
immediately yanked off market 
shelves. 
The “ fudge fa ctor” is the lee­ 
way scientists give themselves 
when they are unsure of the 
amount at which a poison stops 
being harmful. 
In the case of mercury, the 
Food and Drug Administration 
has set a tolerance level of 0.5 
parts in every one million parts 
of food.

FDA officials admit the 0.5 
figure is arbitrary. It is approxi­ 
mately one-tenth the smallest 
dose of mercury that caused 
harm in Ja pa n when tainted fish 
were eaten. Sweden, by con­ 
trast, has established a 1.0 toler­ 
ance. 
In short, the scientists said 
they believed the 0.5 mercury 
guideline is a sufficient sa fe­ 
guard because it is well below 
the known poison level.

FDA 
Commissioner 


Charles C. 
Edwards put 
it: 
“ The guideline offers a substan­ 
tial margin for safety” and even 
the mercury tainted tuna can be 
eaten without harm. 
The second gremlin, “im m e­ 
diacy of risk,” explains the gov­ 
ernment's insistence that NTA 
come out of detergents— but not 
that the detergents come off the 
shelves immediately. 
High doses of NTA, devel­ 
oped as a substitute cleansing 
agent for the pollutant phos­ 
phate, caused birth defects and 


stillborn offspring in rats and 
mice when administered with 
two metallic pollutants, cad­ 
mium and mercury. 
The risk for pregnant women 
would be obvious, federal health 
officials said, if large amounts 
of NTA began to appear in 
drinking water. 
But the small amounts of NTA 


now used in detergents make 
immediate danger unlikely ex­ 
cept 
in certain 
rural 
areas 
where septic tanks seep into 
wells. 
The NTA ban was therefore a 
precautionary step in anticipa­ 
tion of the day when billions of 
pounds of NTA were to be used 
each year.

2. Be w ary if y ou receiv e a 
phone call from som eone identi­ 
fy ing him self as a bank officer, 
bank ex am ine r or law agent on 
the trail of a bank or sav ings 
loan teller su spected of stealing 
money from y ou r bank accou nt.
